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PREFACE 

For  several  years  I  have  been  tracing  the  de- 
scendants of  the  Preston  family.  I  already  have  the 
genealogical  records  of  several  hundreds  of  families. 

I  have  much  material  of  the  descendants  of  Leol- 
phus  de  Preston,  of  Scotland,  and  many  English  and 
Irish  Preston  families ;  also  of  Roger  Preston's  and 
William  Preston's  descendants  in  New  England  ;  also 
of  the  two  Southern  Preston  families,  the  descendants 
of  John  Preston  and  Philip  Preston. 

This  little  volume,  however,  gives  only  the  ante- 
cedents of  the  Orange  County,  New  York  branch, 
back  to  Roger  Preston,  who  came  to  America  in 
1635.  Possibly  later  I  may  publish  a  more  extended 
volume,  as  I  have  just  outlined. 

I  trust  that  this  will   meet  the  interest  and  ap- 
proval of  my  many  relatives  and  friends.

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The  emigration  of  the  Puritans  to  New  England,  which 
commenced  with  the  saiHngof  the  Mayflower  in  1620,  continued 
unabated  until  1640,  when  the  Puritan  opposition  to  eccle- 
siastical tyranny  in  Old  England  became  so  aggressive  that 
Charles  I,  after  eleven  years  of  despotic  rule,  was  com- 
pelled to  again  summon  a  Parliament.  The  Long  Parliament 
enacted  laws  which  were  designed  to  suppress  the  tyranny  of 
the  Church  of  England  and  to  limit  the  despotic  power  of 
the  King.  The  enactment  of  those  laws  and  the  political 
revolution  which  followed,  for  a  time,  checked  the  tide  of 
emigration.  While  it  lasted,  however,  over  twenty-five 
thousand  Puritans  had  settled  in  America.

ROGER  PRESTON 

Roger  Preston  was  one  of  that  number.  He  was  born  in 
England  in  1614.  In  1635,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance,  in  London,  and  sailed  for  America  in 
the  ship  "  Elizabeth."  His  name  first  appears  on  the  records 
of  the  town  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  in  1639.  His  wife,  Martha, 
whom  he  married  in  1642,  was  born  1622.  Roger  and  Martha 
Preston  were  residents  of  Ipswich  until  1657,  when  they 
moved  to  Salem,  Mass.,  where  Roger  died  Jan.  20,  1666. 
Martha,  his  widow,  married  (second)  Nicholas  Holt,  of 
Andover,  and  thereafter  was  a  resident  of  Andover,  taking 


her  sons,  Samuel,  John  and  Jacob  Preston,  with  her  to  her 
new  home. 

Martha  (Preston)  Holt  died  at  Andover  March  21,  1703, 
aged  80  years. 

Roger  and  Martha  Preston  had  five  sons  and  two 
daughters. 

Thomas,  the  oldest  son,  born  1643,  married  Rebecca 
Nurse,  a  daughter  of  the  witchcraft  martyr. 

Jacob  Preston,  born  1658,  perished  at  sea  in  1679. 

Mary  Preston  married  Nathaniel  Ingersoll,  and  Elizabeth 
married  William  Henfield,  both  of  Salem,  Mass. 

Of  Levi  little  is  known. 

John  Preston  was  a  soldier  in  the  Narragansett  War, 
1670-1675.  He  married  Sarah  (Gary)  Holt,  and  settled  at 
Windham,  Connecticut.

SAMUEL  PRESTON 

Samuel,  second  son  of  Roger  and  Martha  Preston,  was 
born  at  Ipswich,  1651.  He  was  a  resident  of  Andover,  where 
he  married  (first)  Susannah  Gutterson,  May  27,  1671.  Susan- 
nah died  Dec.  29,  1710.  Samuel  rnarried  (second)  Sept.  24, 
1713,  Mary  (Rolandson)  Blodgett,  widow  of  John  Blodgett. 
Samuel  Preston  died  at  Andover,  July  10,  1738,  aged  87 
years.  Samuel  and  Susannah  Preston  had  five  sons  and  six 
daughters  between  the  dates  of  1672  and  1695,  as  follows :

Sarah  Wilson;  Elizabeth,  John  born  1685,  died  1733,  mar- 
ried Mary  Haines ;  Joseph,  Ruth,  Lydia,  Priscilla.

JACOB  PRESTON 

was  born  at  Andover,  Mass.,  Feb.  24,  1681.  He  married  Sarah 
Wilson  at  Andover  1702.  He  remained  in  Andover  until 
some  time  between  1718  and  1723,  when  he  moved  to  Con- 
necticut, and  settled  in  that  portion  of  Windham,  which 
is  the  present  town  of  Hampton.  On  Oct.  23,  1723,  he 
purchased  lands  from  Robert  Holt  in  Windham.  He  and  his 
family  remained  in  Windham    until   1842,  when   he  moved  to 
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the  adjoining  township  of  Ashford,  where  he  doubtless  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  days.  He  sold  land  in  Ashford  to  Jacob 
Preston,  Jr.,  in  1754  and  1756.  He  united  with  the  church  in 
Andover  1718,  transferred  to  2d  Church,  Windham,  1723, 
thence  to  church  in  Ashford  1743.

David  G.  Preston  was  born  in  the  house  where  he  now 
lives,  11  William  Street,  Middletown,  New  York,  on  May  28, 
1860.  He  was  a  son  of  Stephen  L.  Preston,  a  watchmaker 
and  jeweler,  who  was  in  the  jewelry  business  in  Middletown 
a  great  many  years,  and  a  grandson  of  Stephen  Preston,  a  well 
known  resident  of  Montgomery,  New  York,  for  many  years. 

Stephen  L.  Preston,  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  in  Moiltgomery,  New  York,  September  7, 
1822.  He  was  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  in  Montgom- 
ery, N.  Y.,  and  was  transferred  about  1850  to  the  famous  Wash- 
ington Greys,  a  National  Guard  Regiment  of  New  York  Gity, 
serving  in  mob  riots  in  the  city,  receiving  an  honorable  discharge 
at  the  expiration  of  his  time.  He  was  also  prominent  in  Odd 
Fellowship  about  forty  years,  being  a  member  of  Middletown 
Lodge,  No.  112,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  from  its  earliest  days.  He  was 
also  a  Past  Grand  of  the  same  lodge,  and  the  first  Ghief  Patri- 
arch of  Orange  Encampment,  No.  93,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  being  Ghief 
Patriarch  when  the  Encampment  was  established,  also  a  mem- 
ber of  Hoffman  Lodge,  No.  412,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  Midland 
Ghapter,  No.  240,  R.  A.  M. 

Stephen  Preston,  the  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Stanford,  Dutchess  Gounty, 
New  York,  February  16,  1786. 

From  "The  Press,"  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  February  18, 
1876: 

A  NONAGENARIAN 

"Mr.  Stephen  Preston,  now  residing  in  this  village,  Wed- 
nesday saw  his  90th  birthday.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Stanford,  Dutchess  Gounty.  He  came  to  Middletown  with  his 
father,  and  remembers  our  village  as  a  boy,  eighty-five  years 
ago  when  it  had  only  two  or  three  houses.  He  has  lived  all 
his  life,  except  when  learnitig  his  trade,  in  this   town,  and  the 
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town  of  Montgomery.  He  followed  the  business  of  cabinet 
making  and  undertaking  in  the  village  of  Montgomery  forty- 
one  years,  and  lived  in  the  town  fifty-three  years. 

We  received  a  call  to-day  from  the  old  gentleman,  who 
appears  hale  and  hearty,  and  promises  to  live  yet  to  be  a  cen- 
tenarian." 

He  often  told  the  members  of  our  family  that  his  father's 
name  was  Stephen  Preston  and  was  born  in  Connecticut.  He 
also  told  us  that  his  father  was  a  corporal  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  This  has  been  verified  by  corresponding  with  the  Sons 
of  the  Revolution  by  the  following  letter  from  L.  B.  Wilson, 
Curator  of  Fraunces  Tavern,  corner  Broad  and  Pearl  Streets, 
New  York  City: 

"In  "Connecticut  Men  in  the  Revolution,"  edited  by  Pro- 
fessor Henry  P.  Johnson,  A.  M.,  I  find  on  page  263,  Wyom- 
ing Valley  Companies,  Corporal  Stephen  Preston,  age  twenty- 
seven,  size,  five  feet,  eleven  inches,  in  Captain  Robert  Dur- 
kee's  Company." 

It  states  that  Wyoming  Valley,  Pennsylvania,  was  orginally 
settled  by  Connecticut  people  and  contributed  two  Indepen- 
dent Companies.  They  joined  Washington's  Army  in  New 
Jersey  about  January  1,  1777,  and  were  engaged  in  the  affairs 
at  Millstone  River  and  Bound  Brook,  N.  J.,  and  battles  of 
Brandywine  and  Germantown  in  Pennsylvania,  and  wintered 
at  Valley  Forge,  1777-1778.  The  two  companies  were  consoli- 
dated and  ordered  to  the  Wyoming  Valley  where  they  built  a 
fort  and  joined  Sullivan's  Expedition  against  the  Western  Indi- 
ans. Only  a  small  portion  returned  to  Washington's  Army  in 
the  Highlands. 

There  were  a  number  of  Prestons  who  came  to  America 
with  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  between  1621  and  1679,  and  whose 
names  are  enrolled  in  Hotten's  Ship  Lists,  which  can  be  found 
in  the  Lenox  Library. 

Among  these  was  a  William  Preston  who  came  to  America 
in  1635  in  the  good  ship  ''True  Love''  and  settled  at  New 
Haven,  Conn.  His  descendants  settled  at  Stratford  and 
Woodbury,  Connecticut. 

There  was  brought  from  England  a  coat  of  arms  of  the  fam- 
ily, which  is  in  circulation  in  some  of  the  families,  and  which 
shows  them  to  be  related  to  a  Preston  who  was  of  the  royal 
line  and  was  an  Earl  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  Earl's  resi- 
dence  was  at  Beeston,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Norfolk  Bart,

England.  The  coat  of  arms  represents  Ermine  on  a  chiefs 
sable;  three  crescents  gold,  crest,  a  crescent.  Ermine  indicating 
royalty.  Motto  :  "Lucem  spero  clariorem" — "I  hope  for  clear- 
er light.*'     (See  Burke's  Peerage.) 

The  mother  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  Margaret  A. 
Preston,  was  for  more  than  half  a  century  a  respected  and 
esteemed  resident  of  Middletown.  With  the  members  of  her 
family  about  her,  she  was  the  picture  of  serene  contentment 
and  happy  and  hallowed  old  age,  with  whom  lingered  nothing 
but  what  was  sunny  and  sweet.  Mrs.  Preston  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  David  Christie,  Jr..  and  Jane  Willson,  his  wife,  and  was 
born  near  Sussex,  N.  J.,  Feb.  5,  1827.  Her  father  was  a  Un- 
ionville  man,  son  of  David  Christie,  Sr.,  who  owned  the  farm 
in  the  town  of  Minisink  now  in  the  possession  of  Chas.  Wall- 
ing. She  was  a  true  and  fervent  Christian  woman  who  adorn- 
ed her  long  life  with  kindly  deeds,  springing  from  a  heart  well- 
ing over  with  love  for  her  friends. 

David  Christie,  Sr.,  was  a  prominent  magistrate  and  legisla- 
tor, and  a  man  of  unsullied  integrity.    He  was  an  Orange  County 
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Supervisor  from  the  town  of  Minisink  in  1808-1809-1810 
and  1821 ;  also  in  1825-1826-1827-1828 ;  and  Assemblyman  from 
the  2nd  Assembly  District  of  Orange  County  in  1823. 

David  Christie,  Sr.,  married  Margaret  Cole.  He  was  a 
son  of  Andrew  Christie,  who  was  born  in  Orange  County, 
N.  Y.,  in  1755,  and  was  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  War, 
in  Colonel  Hathorn's  Orange  County  Regiment.  His  name 
is  found  on  a  receipt  roll  of  the  regiment  and  on  an  assign- 
ment of  a  land  bounty  right  by  members  of  a  class  in  the 
regiment  dated  June  6,  1783. 

Margaret  Cole  was  a  daughter  of  Samuel  Cole,  who 
served  as  First  Lieutenant  in  Colonel  Nicoll's  Regiment, 
New  York  Levies,  Revolutionary  War.  His  name  appeared 
on  a  list  of  officers  of  the  regiment,  dated  Oct.  4,  1776,  which 
shows  him  present  for  duty,  and  last  appears  on  a  return 
dated  Nov.  7,  1776,  on  which  he  is  reported  **on  command 
at  King's  Bridge." 
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DAVID  G.  PRESTON.   (About  7  years  of  age). 

David  Christie  Preston,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  at- 
tended private  and  public  ward  schools,  including  the  old 
Orchard  Street  School,  in  Middletown,  New  York,  until  1871, 
when  he  was  promoted  to  Wallkill  Academy,  graduating  from 
the  Intermediate  Department  under  Ira  L.  Case  in  1876.  He 
attended  the  Senior   Department    under    Miss    Frances  A. 
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Dean  for  a  couple  of  years,  then  went  with  his  father,  Stephen 
L.,   to   learn   the   watchmaker's    trade. 

The  following  persons  participated  in  the  Anniversary 
Exercises  of  the  Wallkill  Academy,  Thursday,  June  22,  1876; 
Anna  Friend,  D.  Dewitt  Schoonmaker,  Hattie  A.  Decker, 
Esther  Millspaugh,  Levi  S.  Hulse,  E.  Katie  Sease,  Lottie  and 
Nettie  Smith,  Edwin  R.  Storm,  Mattie  Boice,  Hattie  A.  Wor- 
cester, Charles  B.  Stiles,  Helen  M.  Dorrance,  Henry  P.  Ad- 
dis, David  G.  Preston,  Carrie  J.  Addis,  Liza  Litchult,  Ira  F. 
Swalm,  M.  Edna  Kirkpatrick,  Eva  S.  Bret,  Samuel  C.  Tuthill, 
and  Viola  C.  Shaw. 

We  should  not  fail  to  mention  the  names  of  the  following 
schoolmates  :  George  Forman,  S.  Herbert  Brown,  Marcus  and 
Alex.  Mendelson,  Austin  Montanye,  James  and  William  W. 
Friend,  Moses  Vail,  John  Stivers,  Ed  Van  Duzer,  John  V. 
Demerest,  Russell  and  John  Low. 

Had  it  not  been  for  Austin  Montanye  and  William  Friend, 
this  sketch  would  not  have  been  written.  While  on  an  excur- 
sion to  the  Wallkill  river,  the  writer  came  near  being  drowned 
while  in  swimming,  but  was  rescued  by  the  above  named 
companions. 

The  Zetesian  Debating  Society  was  a  very  interesting 
society  in  those  early  days.  Its  first  constitution  was  adopted 
November  1,  1877.  The  name  was  suggested  to  us  by  Pro- 
fessor H.  R.  Sanford,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  Its 
first  officers  were  Henry  P.  Addis,  President ;  Ira  F.  Swalm, 
Vice-President ;  D.  Dewitt  Schoonmaker,  Secretary  ;  N.  E. 
Conkling,  Treasurer. 

The  other  signers  of  the  constitution  were  S.  Willard 
Beakes,  Ghas.  J.  Cooper,  John  W.  Count,  Alfred  W.  Storm, 
Edwin  R.  Storm,  Geo.  E.  Smith,  G.  H.  Fuller,  Allen  Boice, 
Ghas.  S.  Mills,  John  H.  King,  Parker  J.  Todd,  Walter  R. 
Emory,  Samuel  Addis,  David  C.  Preston,  Arthur  R.  Lindsay, 
Levi  S.  Hulse,  Frank  S.  Ayres,  Wm.  H.  Bodine,  William 
Southwell,  J.  B.  Cox,  Fred.  C.  Royce,  Geo.  W.  Foster,  A.  J. 
Durland,  Honorary  Member,  Joseph  B.  Hulett. 

Those  who  knew  the  boys  at  that  time,  and  also  as  the 
men  of  later  years,  will  notice  that  their  training  had  a  very 
marked  effect  on  their  after  lives. 

In  May,  1879,  he  accepted  a  position  with  his  brother, 
Stephen  Preston,  Jr.,  in  his  store  at  50  Fourth  Avenue,  New 
York  City. 
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In  the  fall  of  1882,  wishing  to  secure  a  more  thorough 
education,  he  went  to  Hamilton,  N.  Y.,  and  entered  Colgate 
Academy,  taking  the  full  classical  course,  and  was  graduated 
in  1886.  From  the  first  of  April  until  the  last  of  June,  1884,  Mr. 
Preston  taught  school  at  Amity,  Orange  County,  N.  Y.,  in 
order  to  help  pay  expenses  while  at  Colgate.  During  the 
summer  months  he  would  canvas  and  collect  subscriptions  and 
news  items  for  the  Orange  County  Press  of  Middletown;  also 
for  the  Waterville  Times,  of  Waterville,  Oneida  County,  N. 
Y. ;  also  one  summer  for  the  Lewiston  Gazette,  of  Lewiston, 
Maine,  which  last  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  visit  the 
Rangely    Lakes. 


DAVID  G.  PRESTON 
At  Graduation  From  Golgate  Academy. 

After  graduating  from  Colgate  Academy  he  attended 
Madison  University  (now  Colgate)  in  the  Class  of  1890  for 
one  year,  and  affiliated  with  the  Delta  Upsilon  Fraternity.  He 
was  also  in  later  years  a  student  in  California  College  at  East 
Oakland,  and  a  member  of  the  Rockefeller  Literary  Society 
in  that  institution,  and  afterward  was  regularly  admitted  to 
Sophomore  standing  in  the  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley, California,  and  served  as  cadet  in  the  military  department 
of  the  University.  While  still  a  student  of  this  University  he 
taught  for  a  short  time  as  supply  in  the  Selborne  School  oi 
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San  Rafael,  Gal.,   under  Octavius  Bates,  a   graduate  of  Ox- 
ford, England,  and  G.  G.  Thompson,  Ph.  D.,  Yale. 

After  leaving  Madison  University  at  Hamilton,  N.  Y., 
Mr.  Preston  was  employed  as  clerk  with  the  jewelry  firm  of 
Jos.  Seymour  Sons  &  Go.,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  Shortly  after- 
ward, in  the  fall  of  1887,  he  secured  a  good  position  as 
collector  for  a  large  wholesale  house — Hough's,  of  Albany,  N. 
Y.,  traveling  all  over  northern  New  York,  with  headquarters 
at  Watertown.  He  traveled  through  Rome,  Syracuse, 
Oswego,  Watertown,  Ogdensburg  and  Malone,  stopping  at 
all  the  small  towns  between. 

After  traveling  two  years  he  returned  to  his  native  town, 
Middletown,  N.  Y.  Here  he  was  appointed  and  served  two 
years  as  clerk  in  the  Post  Office  under  Gapt.  Ira  Dorrance, 
Postmaster.  In  August,  1891,  he  accepted  a  position  with  a 
Ghicago  firm,  going  to  Ghicago,  and  from  there  to  Texas.  His 
work  as  salesman  for  a  publishing  house  brought  him  in 
contact  with  the  school  teachers  of  Ennis  Gounty,  Texas,  who 
urged  him  to  take  the  teachers'  examination,  which  he  did, 
securing  a  first  grade  certificate  good  for  two  years.  He 
immediately  secured  a  position  as  teacher  in  the  High  School 
at  Ennis,  Ellis  Gounty,  Texas,  where  he  taught  until  Decem- 
ber 1,  1891,  when  he  went  to  Oakland,  Galifornia,  where  he 
obtained  a  position  as  stationary  engineer,  having  charge  of 
a  stationary  engine  and  water  supply  plant.  He  also  enlisted, 
April,  1894,  in  the  National  Guard  of  Galifornia,  Go.  F,  of 
the  5th  Regt. 

In  July,  1894,  this  Regiment,  with  many  others,  was 
called  out  to  assist  the  Government  in  the  great  railroad  strike 
of  1894.  Go.  F  went  first  to  the  Alameda  Mole,  and  as- 
sisted in  raising  the  blockade  at  that  point.  From  there  they 
went  to  a  railroad  bridge  in  Alameda,  and  from  there  to  the 
railroad  yards  in  West  Oakland.  While  in  Oakland,  Gal.,  Mr. 
Preston  tried  the  civil  service  examination  for  clerk  in  the 
Post  Office,  and  passed  at  the  head  of  a  list  of  forty  applicants. 

During  the  summer  that  the  Fifth  Regiment  camped  at 
Santa  Rosa,  Private  Preston  was  transferred  to  Gompany  B. 
of  the  same  Regiment,  at  San  Jose,  and  while  there  took 
special  studies  at  the  San  Jose  Normal  School  and  had  an 
opportunity  to  visit  Lick  Observatory  on  Mount  Hamilton  as 
an  astromony  student  of  the  University  of  Galifornia.  He  was 
transferred  back  to  Gompany  F  in  the  fall. 
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After  serving  four  years  in  the  National  Guard  the 
Spanish-American  War  began,  and  Mr.  Preston  was  mustered 
in  with  his  companions  into  Go.  F.,  of  the  the  8th  Regt.  Gal. 
U.  S.  Vol.,  Thursday,  July  7,  1898,  at  Gamp  Barrett.  While 
at  Gamp  Barrett  a  powder  mill  closely  adjacent  to  the  camp  ot 
the  8th  Regiment  was  blown  up  and  six  men  were  killed  (the 
Sheriff  and  his  posse,  who  were  after  a  Ghinese  murderer.) 
Some  of  their  tents  were  blown  over,  and  the  camp 
presented  a  scene  of  dreadful  desolation,  as  portions  of  the 
wreckage  were  scattered  about  the  camp.  Besides  the 
damage  mentioned  at  least  a  dozen  houses  were  totally 
destroyed,  and  over  eighty  were  badly  wrecked.  One  build- 
ing, an  immense  factory,  was  completely  split  in  two  from  one 
end  to  the  other.  In  September,  1898,  the  Third  Battalion, 
of  which  Go.  F  was  one  of  the  companies,  accompanied  the 
Golonel    and  his    staff  to    Benicia    Barracks,  at   Benicia,  Gal. 

On  August  30,  1898,  Private  Preston  was  taken  sick  with 
typhoid  fever,  and  was  confined  to  the  hospital  until  October  22, 
1898.  On  December  23,  1898,  Go.  F  and  Go.  L  went  to 
Angel  Island,  Gal.  While  at  Gamp  Barrett  Private  Preston 
was  President  of  the  Ghristian  Endeavor  Society  of  the 
8th  Regt.,  which  had  a  membership  of  fifty-five.  This  society 
worked    in    the   Ghristian  Gommission  tent  and  assisted  the

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Chaplain.  At  Benicia  the  temperance  workers  from  the 
town  used  to  help  at  the  chapel  on  the  reservation  and  the 
members  used  to  attend  the  churches. 

At  Angel  Island  the  Chaplain  of  the  Third  Artillery 
looked  after  the  spiritual  interests  of  Co.s  F  and  L.  The 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  was  reorganized  and  Private 
Preston  was  elected  President.  At  Benicia  and  Angel  Island 
Private  Preston  had  a  kodak  and  secured  many  excellent 
views  of  soldiers  and  soldier  life. 

On  January  28,  1899,  at  Angel  Island,  Co.s  F  and  L 
were  mustered  out  the  same  date  as  the  balance  of  the  Regi- 
ment in  their  respective  locations.  Private  Preston  returned 
to  mother,  home  and  friends,  arriving  at  Middletown,  N.  Y., 
February  10,  1899.  After  returning  home  Mr.  Preston  served 
about  two  years  in  Co.  I,  First  Regt.  of  the  National  Guard  of 
New  York  State. 

On  June  3,  1899,  Mr.  Preston  tried  the  civil  service 
examination  and  passed  the  highest  on  the  list,  and  received 
the  appointment  as  clerk  in  the  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  Post 
Office.  Under  Postmaster  Byron  S.  Dayton,  July  1, 1899,  Mr. 
Preston  was  appointed  sub-clerk,  and  July  1,  1901,  regular 
clerk,  and  served  seven  years  as  money  order  and  registry 
clerk.  Nov.  1,  1908,  Mr.  Preston  was  transferred  from 
money  order  clerk  to  regular  letter  carrier,  where  he  is  now 
serving.
